JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS. 


Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  { 
June  \Uli,  A.  D.  1871.  \ 

This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  by  the  last  Council  for 
holding  the  Fourteenth  annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota, 
divers  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  assembled  as  above 
at  10-|  o’clock  a.  m. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Eev.  Samuel  K.  Stewart,  of  St. 
John’s  Church,  St.  Cloud ;  the  Rev.  C.  Frederic  Street,  Missionary 
in  Houston  County,  reading  the  First  Lesson,  and  the  Rev.  Geo. 
Stewart,  Missionary  at  Alexandria  and  Sauk  Centre,  reading  the 
Second  Lesson  ;  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Adams,  M.  D.,  of  St.  Mark’s  Church, 
Lake  City,  reading  the  Litany. 

The  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  proceeded  with 
the  Ante-Communion  Service,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Welles,  of  Christ  Church, 
Red  Wing,  reading  the  Epistle  ;  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Knickerbacker,  of 
Gethsemane  Church,  Minneapolis,  reading  the  Gospel. 

The  Council  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  S.  S.  Burleson, 
Missionary  at  Blue  Earth,  from  The  Epistle  of  St.  Paul  to  the  Ro¬ 
mans,  xv.,  21  :  “  To  whom  He  was  not  spoken  of  they  shall  see; 
and  they  that  have  not  heard  shall  understand.” 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  proceeded  with  the  office 
for  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  in  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  the  Elements  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  Pinkney,  D.  D.,  As¬ 
sistant  Bishop  of  Maryland,  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Twing,  D.  D.,  of 
New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Breck,  D.  D.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

The  alms  at  the  offertory  were  appropriated  to  Diocesan  missions. 

At  the  conclusion  of  divine  service,  the  Council  was  called  to  or¬ 
der  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  furnished  the 
Secretary  with  the  list  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Council. 

This  having  been  called,  and  the  Clergy  present  answering  to 
their  names,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  directed  the  Secretary  to  call 
the  names  of  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Council,  and  in  response 
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thereto  the  certificates  of  lay  delegates  from  the  Parishes  named 
were  laid  upon  the  Secretary’s  table. 

Whereupon  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Credentials  : — 

The  Secretary,  the  Rev.  S.  S.  Burleson,  and  Dr.  A.  B.  Hawley. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  introduced  to  the  Council 
the  Rt.  Rev.  ¥m.  Pinkney,  D.  D.,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Mary¬ 
land. 

The  members  of  the  Council  rising,  remained  standing  during  a 
brief  address  by  Bishop  Pinkney,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  his  re¬ 
marks,  he  was  invited  by  the  Bishop  of  Minnesota  to  occupy  a  seat 
at  his  right  hand  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

On  motion,  the  Council  took  a  recess  until  3-^  o’clock  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Council  re-assembled  at  3  o’clock  p.  m. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  the  chair.  The  roll  of 
the  Clergy  was  called. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  from  the 
credentials  of  lay  delegates  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee, 
the  list  of  persons  canonically  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Council. 

The  Secretary  having  called  the  names  'of  such  lay  delegates,  and 
a  quorum  of  Clergy  and  Laity  being  present,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
declared  the  Council  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

The  first  business  in  order  being  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  a 
Diocesan  Treasurer,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund :  On 
motion,  the  Secretary  of  last  year  was  re-elected  ;  Mr.  Lorenzo  Allis 
was  re-elected  Diocesan  Treasurer;  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Wilder  was  re¬ 
elected  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  announced  that  the  Secretary  had 
appointed  the  Rev.  S.  S.  Burleson,  B.  D.,  Missionary  at  Blue  Earth, 
as  his  assistant.  7

The  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  delivered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Address  : 


B I S  H  0 P  ‘  S  AD D R E S  S . 


Beloved  Brethren  : 

As  the  years  go  by,  I  find  that  the  record  of  my  work  looks  more  unworthy. 
It  is  two  years  since  we  met  in  council,  and  during  most  of  this  time  I  have 
been  a  burden  unto  others,  who  ought  to  bear  the  burden  of  you  all.  By  the 
advice  of  physicians  I  spent  the  winter  of  18G9  and  1870  hi  the  South  of 
Europe.  During  my  absence  I  secured  the  endowment  of  one  Professorship  for 
Shattuck  School,  and  valuable  additions  to  our  Library.  The  University  of 
Oxford  gave  us  their  publications,  and  many  English  scholars  added  their  own 
works.  The  value  of  these  gifts  was  enhanced  by  this  evidence  of  the  love  and 
confidence  of  men  whose  names  are  household  words.  The  endowment  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  was  given  by  the  Hon.  Thomas  Emsley,  of  WharfGale, 
in  Burley,  near  Leeds,  to  whom  I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  his  Christian 
generosity. 

I  trust  my  visit  to  Mentone  and  Spain  was  of  benefit  to  the  invalids  and 
strangers  to  whom  I  was  permitted  to  minister.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  six  times,  preached  four  sermons  in  Mentone,  one  in  Seville,  one  in 
Cordova,  one  in  Madrid,  two  in  Granada,  two  in  Paris,  two  on  the  steamer  from 
Liverpool  to  New  York. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1869,  the  Right  Reverend  W.  E.  Armitage, 
D.  D.,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  visited  Minneapolis,  Cannon  Falls, 
Granville,  Lake  City,  Red  Wing,  Mankato,  St.  Peter,  Le  Sueur,  St.  Paul, 
Hastings,  Northfield,  Faribault,  Owatonna,  Rose  Mount,  and  Pine  Bend,  and 
confirmed  86  persons,  making,  with  ten  confirmed  by  me  and  one  by  Bishop 
Talbot,  95  persons  confirmed  for  the  year  ending  June  8th,  1870,  instead  of  66 
reported  in  the  Diocesan  Journal.  After  the  convention,  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  C. 
Talbot,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Indiana,  visited  Minneapolis,  St.  Anthony 
Falls,  Orono,  Sauk  Rapids,  Little  Falls,  St.  Cloud,  St.  Paul,  Stillwater,  Belle- 
wood,  Hastings,  Rose  Mount,  Nininger,  Hampton,  Cannon  Falls,  Belle  Creek, 
Red  Wing,  Wabasha,  Winona,  Rochester,  Owatonna,  Austin,  Rushford,  and 
Brownsville,  and  confirmed  142  persons.  We  cannot  repay  these  brethren  for 
their  loving  work  during  my  illness.  We  can  give  them  our  gratitude  and  our 
prayers. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  held  service  and  preached  in  Faribault,  Mankato, 
St.  Peter,  Sauk  Rapids,  St.  Cloud,  Crow  Wing,  Belle  Plaine,  Red  Wing, 
Hassan,  Cannon  City,  Hastings,  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Gethsemane  Church 
and  Chapel  of  the  Brotherhood,  Minneapolis,  Duluth,  Winona,  Rochester, 
Christ’s  Church,  St.  Paul’s  Church  and  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  St. 
Paul.  Litchfield,  Austin,  St.  Anthony  Falls,  Chatfield,  Lake  City,  Wabasha, 
Brownsville,  Houston,  Caledonia,  Rushford,  Cherry  Grove,  Owatonna,  Dundas, 
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Le  Sueur,  Wells,  Blue  Earth  City,  Winnebago  City,  Henderson,  North  Min¬ 
neapolis,  Mantorville,  Waterville,  Morristown  and  Warsaw,  and  confirmed  288 
persons,  making  for  the  year  430  persons  confirmed.  I  have  preached  and 
delivered  88  sermons  and  addresses ;  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  54  times  ; 
baptized  3  adults  and  28  children ;  consecrated  8  churches ;  celebrated  the 
marriage  service  4  times ;  buried  2  persons ;  catechised  children  6  times  ;  or¬ 
dained  4  Deacons,  3  priests,  and  admitted  12  persons  as  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders. 

Bishop  Armitage  consecrated  St.  John’s  Church,  Mankato,  December  9, 
18(59.  I  have  consecrated,  July  28,  1870,  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Commun¬ 
ion,  St.  Peter;  July  31,  1870, the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Dundas;  Septem¬ 
ber  6,  1870,  the  Chapel  of  the  Brotherhood,  North  Minneapolis;  September 
22,  1870,  St.  John’s  Memorial  Church,  Mantorville;  September  28,  1870, 
the  Church  of  the  Transfiguration,  Belle  Plaine;  January  10,  1871,  the  Chan¬ 
cel  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Hastings;  May  25,  1871,  the  Church  of  the  Com¬ 
forter,  Brownsville;  May  26,  1871,  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  Houston. 

Each  of  these  Churches  has  its  own  history  of  loving  offering  to  God,  and 
each  in  its  own  way  is  beautiful  for  His  service.  God  willing,  I  shall 'conse¬ 
crate,  during  the  coming  year,  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul ;  Christ  Church,  Bed 
Wing;  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Minneapolis ;  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Point  Douglas ;  the 
Church  of  St.  Columba,  White  Earth  Beservation ;  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Samaritan,  Sauk  Center ;  Trinity  Church,  Litchfield  ;  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
Waterville  ;  Trinity  Church,  Duluth  ;  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Can¬ 
non  City;  Church,  Brainard ;  Church,  Blue  Earth  City;  the  Church  of  the 
Saviour,  Little  Falls;  the  Memorial  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd  for  Shat- 
tuck  School. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  announce  to  you  that  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  Christ 
Church,  Bed  Wing,  and  St  Mark’s,  Minneapolis,  have  provided  for  the 
completion  of  these  most  beautiful  Churches  free  from  debt,  and  they  are  noble 
evidences  of  the  Christian  liberality  of  parishes  which  have  always  been  fore¬ 
most  in  all  good  works.  The  Churches  at  Litchfield  and  Blue  Earth  City  are 
the  pious  gift  of  Mrs.  Ellen  Auchmuty,  in  memory  of  a  brother.  The  Chapel 
for  Shattuck  School  is  thegift  of  Mrs.  A.  M.  Shumway,  in  memory  of  a  daughter. 
Mrs.  Litchfield,  of  London,  is  building  a  beautiful  parish  school  house  for 
Litchfield.  These  loving  gifts  were  made  to  the  Saviour,  and  He  will  surely  give 
the  reward.  It  is  something  to  have  lived  for  to  connect  one’s  memory  with 
such  work  for  God,  and  I  know  they  will  find  in  the  blessedness  of  experience, 
that  “  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.”  There  is  no  memorial  of  the 
departed  so  beautiful  and  enduring  as  the  house  of  God,  which  will  be  for 
many  generations  as  a  wayside  resting-place  for  the  sinful  and  weary,  where 
songs  and  prayers  will  continually  ascend,  and  where  many  lost  souls  may  be 
prepared  through  grace  for  the  home  in  heaven. 

July  3, 1870, 1  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  Francis  Clarence  Coolbaugh, 
Thomas  G.  Crump,  and  William  J.  Carley,  and  October  16,  1870,  Joseph  Alex¬ 
ander  Gilfillan.  December  14, 1870,  the  Bev.  T.  G.  Crump  and  the  Bev.  F. 
C.  Coolbaugh  were  admitted  to  the  Priesthood,  and  the  Bev.  J.  A.  Gilfillan 
January  24,  1871.  The  peculiar  needs  of  their  several  fields  of  labor  caused 
me  to  shorten  their  probation.  I  have  transferred  Bev.  Daniel  P.  Sandford, 
Priest,  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut ;  the  Bev.  Daniel  Flack,  Deacon,  to  the 
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Diocese  of  Western  New  York ;  and  the  Eev.  Edward  A.  Bradley,  Priest,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

I  have  received  into  the  Diocese  by  letters  dimissory  Eev.  John  Woart,  from 
the  Diocese  of  Colorado,  the  Eev.  Hermon  G.  Wood,  from  the  Diocese  of  Al¬ 
bany,  the  Eev.  Charles  F rederic  Street,  from  the  Diocese  of  Ontario,  Canada.  On 
account  of  my  absence  from  the  last  Council,  no  official  mention  has  been  made 
of  the  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  of  Eev.  George  V.  Palmer,  and  of  the  de¬ 
position  of  Eev.  John  H.  Shatzel  from  the  sacred  ministry,  for  causes  not  affect¬ 
ing  his  moral  character. 

I  have  admitted  as  candidates  for  Holy  orders,  Frank  E.  Millspaugh,  Thomas 

S.  Pycott,  Charles  Edward  Byrde,  Daniel  Theodore  Booth,  John  D.  Ferguson, 
Alfred  A.  Butler,  Eev.

I  have  given  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Et.  Eev.  W.  Pinkney,  D.  D., 
Assistant  Bishop  of  Maryland,  and  Eev.  N.  Niles,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New 
Hampshire — and  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  transfer  of  Et.  Eev.  Eobert  H. 
Clarkson,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop,  to  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska. 

The  faithful  labors  of  our  parochial  and  mission  clergy,  have  been  blessed. 
To  some  of  them  it  has  been  a  year  of  great  trial.  With  few  exceptions,  they 
have  received  stipends  less  than  the  average  wages  of  artisans,  and  sometimes 
even  less  than  day  laborers.  The  cost  of  living  has  been  greater,  and,  I  fear, 
some  have  suffered  for  the  comforts  of  life.  No  word  of  complaint  has  ever 
reached  my  ear.  There  has  been  no  drawing  back.  They  have  even  increased 
their  labors  beyond  any  previous  year.  They  have  from  three  to  ten  mission 
stations  each,  and  in  some  cases  these  are  visited  on  foot.  It  ought  to  make 
us  all  blush  for  shame,  that  such  men  are  ever  compelled  to  want  for  their  mis¬ 
erable  stipend  of  three  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

Dear  brethren,  I  doubt  if  any  branch  of  Christ’s  Church  has  ever  been  en¬ 
trusted  with  a  nobler  field  of  labor.  Minnesota  is  developing  with  greater 
rapidity  than  at  any  period  of  her  history.  In  five  years  we  shall  have  one 
nullion  of  souls.  We  talk  contentedly  of  our  progress  ;  we  boast  of  our  Cath¬ 
olic  faith  ;  we  say  the  Church  ought  to  be  the  home  of  all  for  whom  Christ  died 
and  that  it  is  our  privilege  to  bring  into  the  unity  of  one  Apostolic  Church 
these  scattered  and  divided  Christian  bodies  around  us.  It  sounds  like  mock¬ 
ery  to  read  the  list  of  a  few  hundred  communicants  among  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  souls.  Are  we  occupying  the  land  when  we  can  send  out  no  more 
than  one  clergyman  to  20,000  square  miles  of  territory.  Can  one  man  care  for 
12,500  souls?  Admit  all  that  can  be  said  on  behalf  of  the  faithful  labors  of 
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other  Christian  foJk,  and  what  a  vast  multitude  throng  this  West,  who  live  and 
die  without  one  thought  of  God.  It  makes  one  sick  at  heart  to  see  these  open¬ 
ings  of  God’s  Providence  and  no  one  to  enter  in.  It  is  not  for  lack  of  means. 
There  are  scores  of  men  who  could  support  a  mission  and  not  give  up  one  lux¬ 
ury  for  Christ’s  sake.  I  am  afraid  that  there  are  some  of  us  could  give  more 
than  all  the  cost  of  all  our  work  for  Christ,  and  not  even  reach  the  point  of 
one  act  of  self-denial.  Do  not  blame  me  for  telling  you  this.  We  are  servants 
of  II  im  who  bought  us  with  His  blood.  For  a  little  while  he  permits  us  to  be 
His  stewards.  He  placed  us  here  to  do  His  work.  To  some  of  us  the  stew¬ 
ardship  is  almost  ended.  The  Judge  standeth  at  the  door.  I  know,  brethren, 
your  love  for  your  Saviour;  you  love  His  Church.  You  have  given  to  your 
Bishop  your  entire  confidence.  You  desire  to  be  faithful  to  him  who  redeemed 
you.  But,  brethren,  you  live  in  the  hurry  of  the  world ;  it  loads  you  down 
with  care;  it  takes  all  your  time;  you  realize  its  wants;  you  are  wise  to  make 
ventures  for  it.  You  can  raise  thousands  and  tens  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
to  build  a  new  railway;  to  establish  a  commercial  enterprise.  Are  we  testify¬ 
ing  our  love  for  Jesus  when  we  give  $3,000  for  Diocesan  missions ;  to  build 
for  God  work  to  last  forever.  1  do  believe  that  if  we  had  the  same  earnest 
zeal  in  spiritual  matters  that  we  have  in  worldly  affairs — if  Christian  men  were 
as  wise  in  their  generation  as  the  men  of  the  world — we  should  have  to-day 
one  hundred  missionaries  in  our  own  Diocesan  field.  We  cannot  afford  to  leave 
these  new  places  without  spiritual  privileges.  The  problem  is  very  simple, 
“we  shall  take  care  of  the  people  or  the  people  will  take  care  of  us.”  No 
theory  of  Mate-craft  can  care  for  a  government  without  God.  Man  cannot  per¬ 
petuate  his  own  history  without  God.  Who  builded  the  pyramids  ?  Who 
founded  the  cities  of  Central  America?  From  whence  did  these  red  men 
come  ?  We  are  living  in  times  when  God  is  writing  lessons  so  that  he  who 
runs  may  read.  The  most  refined  worldly  people  on  the  earth,  with  a  capital 
more  beautiful  than  any  other  city,  where  art  was  enshrined  on  every  avenue, 
where  sensuality  and  vice  was  clothed  with  forms  of  refinement ;  which  gave 
laws  to  govern  social  life,  and  whose  decisions  as  to  dress  were  despotic  the 
world  over ;  a  city  which  had  done  for  itself  all  that  can  be  done  without 
God,  is  to-day  a  bye-word, a  hissing  and  a  desolation.  They  denied  God;  they 
blasphemed  Christ ;  they  disowned  the  three  institutions  which  God  in  mercy 
gave  for  the  protection  of  humanity — the  Family,  the  Church,  the  State.  They 
enthroned  human  reason  as  God  on  the  wreck  of  faith :  its  holy  places  are  des¬ 
olate  ;  its  ministers  of  Christ  butchered ;  its  beautiful  palaces  destroyed ;  its 
streets  red  with  human  blood. 

What  a  lesson  for  any  people  who  are  founding  a  State,  which  shall  have 
its  millions  of  souls.  In  the  infancy  of  the  Diocese,  others  gave  to  us  liberal¬ 
ly.  Your  Bishop  took  upon  himself  most  of  its  financial  burdens.  The  build¬ 
ing  of  Seabury  Hall,  of  Shattuck  School,  of  St.  Mary’s  Hall,  of  the  Cathedral, 
rested  wholly  upon  him  and  his  fellow  laborers,  at  Faribault.  For  years  he 
assumed  the  whole  responsibility  of  providing  for  our  Diocesan  and  Indian 
Missions.  In  doing  this  I  only  did  my  duty.  If  I  could,  I  ought  not  to  do  so 
longer ;  I  can  not — ten  bishops  could  not.  A  fearful  exigency  is  upon  us. 
There  are  districts  in  this  State,  where  you  may  count  in  one  day,  one  hun¬ 
dred  emigrant  wagons.  A  hundred  settlements  and  villages  will  be  planted 
along  our  western  border  this  year.  We  need  this  year  $20,000  for  Diocesan 
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missionary  work.  If  our  schools  are  to  occupy  their  high  vantage  ground, 
we  must  endow  professorships,  and  build  halls  to  receive  all  who  desire  to 
come.  I  have  not  spoken  of  the  hospitals,  the  orphanages,  the  homes  of  mer¬ 
cy,  which  we  have  to  build  for  God.  Only  remember  that  “the  world  passeth 
away,  and  the  lust  thereof;  but  he  who  doeth  the  will  of  God,  abideth  for¬ 
ever.” 

It  has  been  a  very  great  comfort  to  me,  that  our  Diocese  has  been  spared  di¬ 
vision  and  strife.  There  is,  among  us,  a  very  wide  range  of  theological  opin¬ 
ion.  The  Church  of  Christ  is  broad  enough  to  include  all  who  love  and  work 
for  Christ.  So  long  as  men  hold  the  faith  of  the  Apostles  and  the  Nicene 
creed,  and  obey  her  written  laws,  they  have  the  right  to  differ  on  matters  of 
private  opinion. 

Each  school  of  religious  thought  and  feeling  has  its  own  peculiar  mission. 
The  Church  needs  it,  the  world  needs  it,  and  it  can  do  a  work  which  no  others 
will  do.  It  is  the  misfortune  of  human  nature  to  elevate  its  own  private  opin¬ 
ions  into  matters  of  faith,  and  to  claim  from  all  others  subjection  to  its  rules 
of  action.  It  is  very  sad  that  at  a  time  when  all  branches  of  Christ’s  Church 
are  moved  to  a  closer  unity,  and  when  individual  Christians  are  reaching  out 
their  hands  for  a  closer  fellowship,  divisions  should  have  arisen  among  our¬ 
selves.  “  It  must  needs  be  that  offences  come,  but  woe  unto  him  by  whom  the 
offence  cometh.”  We  are  bound  by  every  feeling  of  loyalty  to  our  blessed 
Lord,  to  maintain  “the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints.”  The  work  com¬ 
mitted  to  us  is  not.  to  pluck  tares  out  of  the  wheat  in  the  Lord’s  fields.  The  charity 
which  liopeth  all  things  will  ever  say,  “  Grace  and  peace  be  with  all  those  who 
love  the  Lord  Jesus  in  sincerity  and  truth.”  The  present  differences  which 
mar  the  unity  of  the  Church  are,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by  unwillingness  to 
concede  to  brethren  a  liberty  of  judgment,  which  is  the  right  of  Christians,  and 
a  part  of  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  has  made  us  free.  We  lack  that  one¬ 
ness  of  feeling  which  must  bind  as  one,  members  of  the  Church.  There  is  a 
sacredness  in  this  membership  with  Christ  which  should  be  the  protection  of 
every  Christian  against  all  harsh  judgments  and  all  unkind  suspicions.  I  have 
feared  that  we  will  lack  that  oneness  which  is  often  found  in  worldly  brother¬ 
hood.  It  leads  to  unkind  censures  which  brings  reproach  to  the  Church,  dis¬ 
honor  to  Christ,  and  shame  to  every  Christian.  In  times  like  these  we  must 
not  whisper  a  word  which  will  grate  harshly  on  sensitive  hearts.  W eep  over 
it ;  pray  over  it ;  tell  it  to  Jesus.  Act  as  you  would  act  for  a  loved  one  of  your 
home.  It  is  better  to  work  shoulder  to  shoulder,  heart  beating  against  heart. 
It  is  safer  to  talk  of  the  precious  truths  wherein  we  agree.  It  will  make  us 
happier  to  try  to  find  upon  our  brother’s  heart  the  image  of  Christ  than  to  be 
looking  for  the  likeness  of  the  devil.  I  have  tried  to  govern  my  Diocese  by 
the  law  of  love.  I  have  sometimes  feared  that  some  of  you  magnified  or  de¬ 
pressed  truth  out  of  its  true  relations,  but  it  was  enough  for  me  to  know  you 
loved  Christ,  you  held  the  Catholic  faith,  and  loyally  obeyed  those  who  were 
over  you  in  the  Lord.  There  must  be  within  the  Church  all  the  liberty  neces¬ 
sary  for  Christian  work.  We  must  permit  men,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with 
the  preservation  of  the  faith  and  the  unity  of  the  Church,  liberty  of  opinion 
and  action.  If  any  one  longs  to  win  souls  to  Christ,  if  in  the  spirit  and  power 
of  his  Master  he  seeks  the  lost,  we  must  not  fetter  him  by  a  yoke  of  bondage 
which  our  fathers  were  not  able  to  bear. 
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There  are  many  who,  holding  very  high  views  of  the  office  of  the 
Church,  as  the  Body  of  Christ,  and  of  the  sacraments,  as  the  provision  of  our 
adorable  Lord,  for  His  children,  who  desire  a  ritual  which  symbolizes  their 
faith,  and  which  shall  deck  the  king’s  daughter  with  garments  of  beauty.  If 
the  outward  symbol  be  the  expression  of  a  deeper  hidden  life — if  the  cere¬ 
mony  or  rite  teaches,  in  its  integrity,  the  pure  doctrines  of  our  reformed 
Church — if  it  will  promote  peace,  and  love,  and  good  works  among  ourselves, 
I  have  no  fear;  without  these  it  is  an  offence  unto  men — a  dishonor  to  Christ’s 
Holy  Church,  and  an  insult  to  God.  We  shall  peril  all  that  we  hold  dear, 
and  act  upon  the  narrowest  spirit  of  sectarian  strife,  if  we  refuse  to  yield  our 
will  to  the  voice  of  the  Church.  Our  General  Council  has  placed  all  questions 
of  ritual  in  the  hands  of  her  bishops,  and  charged  the  clergy  to  heed  their  godly 
counsels.  The  bishop  knows,  as  no  one  else  can  know,  the  character  of  the 
people  among  whom  we  minister.  He  can  judge  what  changes  can  be  made 
— what  things  will  make  her  peace  and  edify  the  Church.  If  he  is  a  man  of 
broad  Catholic  heart,  he  will  always  yield  to  individuals,  and  congregations, 
all  that  he  has  the  right  to  yield,  and  yet  maintain  God’s  truth,  and  keep  in 
harmony  the  flock  over  whom  Christ  has  made  him  an  overseer.  Our  field  is 
one  of  such  peculiar  character,  our  congregations  made  of  men  of  such  wide¬ 
ly  sundered  opinions,  there  is  so  little  that  is  homogeneous  in  a  people  who 
are  of  every  land,  and  tongue,  and  clime,  and  kindred  on  the  earth,  that  I  am 
sure  it  would  fetter  our  hands,  and  burden  our  work,  to  make  changes  in  the 
Church’s  service.  If  we  keep  first  in  our  hearts  the  necessity  of  the  beauty 
of  holiness,  God  will  care  for  the  work.  Year  by  year  our  churches  will  be 
made  more  beautiful — the  service  more  attractive — the  faith  will  be  symbol¬ 
ized  with  due  reverence,  and  we  shall  avoid  that  which  has  blighted  many 
Churches — a  ceremonial  of  mere  empty  forms.  There  are  within  the  Church, 
laymen  and  clergy,  men  of  deep  toned  earnestness,  and  loving  Christian  life, 
who  are  perplexed  by  words  in  the  Baptismal  office,  which,  they  believe,  fail  to 
teach  the  spiritual  work  of  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  on  the  heart.  The  Gospel  in 
the  Baptismal  service,  is  here  as  elsewhere,  the  key  to  understand  the  teaching 
of  the  Church.  Mothers  brought  their  children  to  Jesus,  to  receive  His  bles¬ 
sing.  The  disciples,  who  clung  to  old  Hebrew  ideas  of  a  temporal  kingdom, 
would  have  sent  them  away.  It  is  the  only  instance  where  we  are  told,  our 
Lord  was  “  much  displeased.”  He  took  them  in  His  arms ;  He  laid  His 
hands  upon  them ;  He  blessed  them  ;  they  received,  from  the  Son  of  God,  the 
spiritual  grace  of  His  benediction ;  our  Lord  turned  to  those  who  were  to  be 
the  apostles  and  rulers  of  His  kingdom,  and  said :  “  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.” 
He  told  his  disciples  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  the  net  let  down  into  the 
sea,  which  gathers  the  good  and  bad.  It  is  the  field  where  the  tares  grow 
with  the  wheat  until  the  harvest.  It  is  the  visible  church.  To  this,  children 
may  come,  and  He,  the  King  of  this  kingdom,  commands  His  ministers  to 
receive  them.  The  child  is  not  by  nature  a  member  of  the  Church.  It  is  not 
within  the  kingdom  of  God.  It  can  only  be  admitted  by  the  means  which 
the  rightful  King  of  that  kingdom  has  provided,  which  is  the  Sacrament  of 
Baptism.  The  work  of  engrafting  a  child  of  Adam  into  the  family  of  Christ, 
is  the  work  of  God,  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  covenant  is  the  gift  of  God.  We 
are  always  safe  in  using  Christ’s  own  words,  but  if  we  attempt  to  explain 
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wliat  He  has  not  explained,  we  shall  only  bewilder  others  and  perplex  our¬ 
selves. 

The  real  difficulty  which  perplexes  so  many  men  is,  that  the  religious  world, 
outside  of  the  Church,  always  uses  the  word  regeneration  as  synonymous  with 
conversion.  The  Church  uses  it  in  her  service  and  homilies  as  a  few  years 
back  it  was  used  by  every  Christian  body  on  earth,  as  including  the  Sacrament 
of  Baptism,  which  is  our  blessed  Lord’s  door  of  entrance  to  the  visible  Church. 
In  the  spirit  of  the  broadest  charity  she  accepts  as  Christian  Baptism  all  who 
have  been  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 
We  may  differ  as  to  what  may  be  included  under  the  definition  of  regeneration, 
but  I  can  find  no  reason  why  any  man  who  admits  the  existence  of  a  visible 
Church,  that  membership  with  it  belongs  not  to  a  state  of  nature  but  of  grace, 
that  the  Sacrament  by  which  we  are  received  into  its  covenanted  privileges  is 
Baptism,  may  not  use  the  word  with  a  good  conscience.  It  is  always  safe 
to  use  the  words  of  our  Lord  when  we  speak  of  his  appointments,  and  it  is  nev¬ 
er  safe  to  supplant  them  by  words  which  express  our  human  opinions  of  spirit¬ 
ual  truths.  I  am  ready  to  concede  to  all  men  the  fullest  liberty  of  opinion 
which  is  possible,  and  yet  maintain,  in  its  purity,  the  faith  and  the  Sacraments 
as  the  gifts  of  our  adorable  Lord. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  thought  much  of  our  Sunday  School  system.  I 
fear  as  at  present  conducted,  it  does  not  care  as  it  ought  for  the  nurture  of  the 
lambs  of  Christ.  It  was  designed  to  provide  religious  instruction  for  neglected 
children.  I  fear  it  has  largely  taken  the  place  of  public  catechising.  That 
it  is  made  an  excuse  to  relieve  careless  parents  from  the  sense  of  parental 
responsibility.  That  sponsors  trust  to  its  work  to  fulfill  their  solemn  vows. 
Sometimes  I  fear  it  keeps  children  from  regular  attendance  upon  the  Church. 
Its  fairs,  festivals  and  Christmas  trees  have  become  bribes  to  secure  their  at¬ 
tendance  where  these  are  most  frequent.  Many  of  these  lambs  of  Christ  wan¬ 
der  from  school  to  school,  and  the  result  is  that  they  grow  up  without  any 
definite  faith.  I  find  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  our  Sunday  Schools  is 
100.  These  are,  or  ought  to  be,  baptised.  They  remain  in  the  Sunday  School 
an  average  of  five  years.  One-fifth  of  these  pupils  leave  the  Church  each  year. 
If  the  Sunday  School  was  true  to  the  Church’s  system  of  training,  each  school 
would  furnish  twenty  candidates  for  confirmation,  and  our  Sunday  Schools 
alone  would  furnish,  year  by  year,  600  communicants  to  the  Church. 

It  may  be  that  many  of  the  sad  histories  of  desolated  homes  and  sorrowing 
hearts,  of  public  and  private  corruption,  is  due  to  Christian  neglect  of  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  Christian  covenant.  The  law  of  the  Church  requires  that 
all  the  children  of  the  parish  shall  be  publicly  catechised  in  the  Church.  Spon¬ 
sors  must  be  often  reminded  of  their  duty,  and  from  time  to  time  lists  should  be 
sent,  by  the  pastor,  to  every  sponsor  of  the  children  whom  the  Church  has  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  care.  It  would  be  a  significant  custom  if  the  sponsor  brought 
the  child  in  person  to  confirmation,  and  formally  surrendered  the  solemn  trust 
which  the  Church  gave  to  them.  The  Sunday  School  cannot  be  given  up.  It 
must  be  brought  into  harmony  with  the  teaching  of  the  Church.  The  receiving 
of  the  child  into  the  school  ought  to  be  a  formal  act,  with  the  consent  of  the 
parents.  We  have  the  right  to  ask,  as  a  matter  of  discipline,  that  our  own  chil¬ 
dren  shall  attend  no  other  school.  If  absent,  the  child  should  be  required  to 
bring  a  written  excuse.  The  teachers  ought  to  be  duly  licensed,  after  careful 
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instruction  by  the  Rector,  as  catechists,  and  the  superintendent  receive  his 
appointment,  upon  the  Rector’s  recommendation,  by  the  Bishop.  There  must 
be  frequent  meetings  of  teachers  with  their  pastor,  for  his  advice  and  counsel, 
and  that  he  may  learn  the  spiritual  condition  of  each  child  in  the  school.  It 
will  require  patience,  prudence,  and  holy  zeal ;  but  it  is  work  for  eternity — it 
is  to  mould  immortal  beings  for  Heaven.  At  first  we  may  lessen  the  number 
of  children ;  but  parental  love  will  be  quick  to  see  the  fruits  of  holy  work. 
The  great  fault  which  underlies  our  American  system  of  education  is,  that  we 
fail  to  recognize  and  treat  our  children  as  members  of  Christ,  children  of  God, 
and  inheritors  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Another  great  lack  is  parochial  organization,  for  holy  work.  Our  congrega¬ 
tions  are  largely  mere  attendants  on  public  worship.  They  are  listeners  to 
religious  lectures.  They  come  to  hear  sermons  which  concern  their  personal 
salvation.  They  do  not  realize  that  every  Christian  is  pledged,  by  his  Baptism, 
to  a  service,  and  that  the  surest  way  heavenward,  is  to  make  our  life  such  as 
will  help  some  one  else.  In  many  parishes,  all  burdens  rest  upon  the  pastor. 
He  has  the  care  of  its  financial,  missionary,  and  parochial  work.  The  result 
is,  that  his  strength  is  wasted  with  burdens  which  belong  to  others.  His  peo¬ 
ple  are  idlers  in  Christ’s  kingdom,  and  often  his  proper  work  neglected.  It  is 
always  best  to  leave  all  temporalities  to  the  care  of  the  laity.  We  may  advise, 
counsel  and  help,  but  the  vestry  must  be  taught  to  care  for  all  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  parish,  and  meet  its  obligations  to  the  Church  and  to  the  Diocese. 
The  people  must  be  taught  to  work.  The  children,  the  youth,  the  adults  can 
all  be  trained  to  do  something  for  God’s  glory,  and  the  salvation  of  men.  Or¬ 
ganizations  should  be  simple  and  avoid  the  friction  of  machinery.  Some  per¬ 
sons  may  be  fitted  for  lay  readers  ;  some  to  be  Bible  readers ;  some  catechists ; 
some  district  visitors  ;  some  to  care  for  the  sick  and  poor.  Brotherhoods  and 
sisterhoods  are  practicable  in  any  parish,  if  there  are  two  or  three  whose  hearts 
burn  with  love.  They  must  be  taught,  first  of  all,  never  to  repeat  any  story  to 
another’s  hurt — to  make  it  a  rule  to  forgive  each  day,  any  wrong  done  to  them, 
and  to  do,  as  unto  Christ,  any  work  which  is  committed  to  their  care.  If  they 
have  given  the  Church  no  more  than  one  hour  a  week,  that  time  should  be  sa¬ 
credly  kept,  and  if  not  required,  it  should  be  devoted  to  prayer  for  others  who 
are  at  work.  There  is  no  work  which  is  little  if  it  be  done  for  Christ.  The 
tendency  of  our  day  is  to  attract  to  the  Church  the  rich,  the  refined,  and  the 
cultivated.  We  may  lose  the  poor,  and  losing  them  may  lose  Christ,  the  poor 
man’s  brother.  The  Church  ought  to  be  free  to  any  burdened,  sinful  soul, 
who  longs  for  peace  and  pardon.  If  God  calls  him  —  if  the  Holy  Spirit 
strives  with  him — if  the  Saviour  invites  him,  no  hindrance  should  keep  him 
away.  It  is  not  enough  to  make  the  Church  free ;  our  eloquence — our  ritual 
— our  music  will  not  draw  those  whom  we  desire  to  reach.  The  invitation  of 
our  Lord,  “Come,  for  all  things  are  ready,”  must  be  carried,  in  His  spirit,  into 
highways  and  hedges,  and  Christian  love  compel  them  to  come  unto  the  feast. 
In  no  land  will  this  work  bear  such  fruit  as  in  the  West.  The  men  who  come 
to  us  from  every  part  of  our  own  country,  and  from  foreign  lands,  are,  for  the 
most  part,  poor — without  home  ties ;  and  work  for  them,  in  the  Spirit  of 
Christ,  will  bear  fruit  an  hundred  fold. 

In  February,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Winchester,  asking  my 
cooperation  in  the  work  of  a  revision  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  by  submitting 
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a  version  prepared  by  the  Convocation  of  Canterbury,  to  scholars  in  my  Dio¬ 
cese.  To  this  invitation  I  replied  : 

Faribault,  February  20th,  1871. 
Right  Reverend  and  Dear  Brother: 

I  received  your  kind  message  through  the  Bishop  of  New  York.  It  is  a 
real  grief  to  me,  to  differ  from  one  whom  I  love  so  dearly  as  I  do  the  Bishop 
of  Winchester.  The  synod  of  Lambeth  pledged  every  branch  of  the  Anglo- 
Catholic  Church  to  a  closer  union.  I  know  of  nothing  in  which  all  English 
speaking  people  have  a  deeper  interest  than  in  their  common  inheritance  of 
the  English  Bible.  If  it  is  to  be  revised,  the  work  should  be  done  so  as  to  com¬ 
mand  the  undivided  love  and  confidence  of  every  branch  of  the  Anglo-Catholic 
Church.  To  many,  a  doubt  would  be  as  fatal  as  positive  error.  That  your 
Convocation  will  do  this  work  faithfully,  I  do  not  doubt;  but  I  do  question 
whether  its  separate  action  can  command  that  high  degree  of  confidence  which 
this  work  would  have  if  it  had  been  the  joint  work  of  both  convocations  of  the 
Church  of  England,  the  Irish,  the  Scotch,  the  Colonial  and  the  American 
Churches.  I  sincerely  pray  that  God  may  bless  you  in  your  work,  and  that  my 
fears  may  be  groundless.  With  much  love,

To  the  Bishop  of  Winchester. 

In  February  the  Foreign  Committee  of  our  Board  of  Missions  requested  me 
to  visit  their  mission  at  Llayti.  I  accepted  the  trust.  On  my  arrival  in  New 
York  I  found  that  the  steamer  for  Port  au  Prince  had  left  before  her  day  of 
sailing.  My  only  hope  of  reaching  my  destination  was  to  go  to  Havana.  I 
found,  on  my  arrival  there,  that  there  was  no  direct  route  to  Hayti,  and  the 
journey  was  not  advisable  in  the  state  of  my  health.  At  first  it  was  a  very 
great  disappointment ;  the  second  thought  was,  God  ordereth  all  things  well, 
and  that  he  had  work  for  me  to  do  in  Havana 

There  was  no  worship  of  our  reformed  faith  in  Cuba.  The  granddaughter 
of  Bishop  White  had  died,  during  the  year,  without  the  ministrations  of  our 
holy  religion.  There  is  a  large  resident  population  of  English,  Germans  and 
Americans  who  are  left  without  religious  privileges.  Many  invalids  and 
strangers  winter  here.  I  held  my  first  service,  by  the  kindness  of  Capt  Adams, 
on  board  the  U.  S.  man-of-war  the  Swatara.  It  was  well  attended,  and  several 
remained  to  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening  I  preached  in  the  rooms  of 
the  English  Consul  General,  the  Hon.  John  Dunlop,  who  is  a  devout  member 
of  the  Church.  The  following  Sunday  I  held  ( I  think  the  first  public  service  of 
our  Church)  in  the  rooms  of  the  Hon.  Louis  Will,  the  Prussian  Consul  Gen¬ 
eral,  and  at  his  request  returned  thanks  for  peace.  I  held  a  second  service  at 
the  residence  of  Mr.  Dunlop.  These  services  were  well  attended,  and  awak¬ 
ened  a  lively  interest.  During  my  stay  in  Havana  I  preached  four  sermons; 
celebrated  the  holy  communion  tivice,  baptized  a  dying  Confederate  officer, 
celebrated  the  marriage  service,  visited  several  sick  persons,  and  secured  pledges 
of  $3,100  for  the  support  of  a  clergyman  of  our  church.  This  effort  to  establish 
our  services  has  the  hearty  support  of  the  Consul  Generals  of  England,  Prus¬ 
sia,  Austria,  and  the  United  States,  and  of  many  of  the  residents  of  these  nation¬ 
alities.  If  the  work  is  carried  on  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  love  it  may  do 
much  to  extend  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  During  my  absence  I  preached  twice 
on  ocean  steamers,  twice  on  the  steamers  of  the  Mississippi,  and  baptized  two 
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children.  Shortly  after  my  return  I  received  from  the  Bishop  of  Winchester 
the  following  letter : 

Winchester  House,  St.  James’  Square,  London,  March  6. 

M v  Dear  Bishop: 

I  write  to  you,  formally,  on  behalf  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and 
myself,  (to  whom  the  king  and  the  synod  of  the  Sandwich  Islands  have  commit¬ 
ted  the  choice  of  a  Bishop  to  preside  over  the  English  mission  there,  and  to 
found,  if  so  it  please  God,  a  native  Church  there,  from  our  mother  Church,) 
whether  you  will  undertake  the  post.  I  ver}r  earnestly  trust  that  God,  the 
Holy  Ghost,  will  incline  your  spirit  to  undertake  this  work ;  for,  believing 
that  your  health  will  not  allow  you  to  continue  your  labors  among  your  own 
beloved  people,  I  believe  that  in  this  new  bishopric  you  may,  God  helping 
you,  lay  foundations  which  shall  extend  throughout  those  Islands,  until  you 
meet  Bishop  Pattison,  from  the  South.

To  the  Bishop  of  Minnesota. 

After  earnest  prayer  for  Divine  guidance,  I  sought  the  advice  of  those 
Bishops  whom  I  believed  knew  most  of  Minnesota,  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and 
myself,  and  who,  at  the  same  time,  fairly  represented  the  theological  opinions 
of  the  Church.  Had  their  advice  been  unanimous  for  my  acceptance  of  this 
trust,  I  should  have  regarded  it  as  a  providential  opening  to  prolong  my  life  in 
a  field  where  I  could  be  useful  to  the  Church.  One  of  our  most  eminent 
physicians  wrote  to  me  :  “  Humanly  speaking,  you  can  hope  to  labor  twenty 
years  in  the  Sandwich  Islands  and  do  your  work  easily,  while  in  Minnesota 
you  are  liable,  at  any  time,  to  break  down  hopelessly.”  The  Bishops  were 
nearly  equally  divided.  It  compelled  me  to  decide  for  myself.  I  decided 
that  duty  compelled  me  to  remain  with  you.  I  saw  no  other  way  to  provide 
for  the  completion  of  our  schools,  and  I  feared  that  a  change  might  peril  the 
missions,  both  in  our  white  and  Indian  fields. 

For  twelve  years  I  have  carried  you  in  my  heart,  and  you  and  yours  are  en¬ 
twined  with  all  which  is  precious  in  Christian  love,  or  generous  in  human 
confidence.  1  am  sure  that  my  mistakes  and  errors  have  been  a  grief  to  you, 
but  you  have  given  me  a  love  unclouded  by  a  doubt.  Even  where,  as  in  In¬ 
dian  affairs,  my  convictions  of  duty  have  forced  me  into  antagonism  with  oth¬ 
ers,  the  Diocese  has  always  sustained  me.  No  Bishop  was  ever  repaid  for  his 
labors  with  deeper  love.  It  is  a  grief  to  me  that  my  health  forbids  me  to  be 
your  foremost  missionary.  The  Diocese  needs,  as  it  never  needed  before,  a 
great-hearted  leader,  with  will  and  strength  to  do  its  work. 

It  would  be  a  blessed  release  to  you,  if  I  could  resign  my  trust.  There  is 
no  canonical  provision  for  such  relief,  and  I  crave  your  prayers  that  I  may 
have  grace  and  trust  to  minister  my  office  for  your  good,  and  for  the  salvation 
of  men. 

I  shall  need  your  forbearance,  your  sympathy,  and  your  aid. 

I  cannot  close  my  address  without  placing  on  record,  my  deep  sense  of  grat¬ 
itude  to  Almighty  'God,  for  his  signal  mercy  in  raising  up,  all  over  this  land, 
brave  hearts  to  plead  and  work  for  the  Indian  race.  The  policy  of  our  gov¬ 
ernment  has  been  changed ;  these  helpless  children  of  the  forest  have  been 
recognized  as  our  wards ;  many  whom  I  first  met  as  heathen,  are  now  Christian 
men,  and  the  day  is  not  distant  when  every  Indian  tribe  shall  have  its  Chris¬ 
tian  Church,  and  become  our  brethren  in  the  faith  in  a  crucified  Saviour. 
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Once  more  we  meet  in  council  to  care  for  the  interests  of  the  C nurch  ol  God. 
Whatever  we  do,  let  all  be  done  as  under  His  eye — let  no  word  be  spoken  which 
shall  grate  harshly  on  a  brother’s  ear.  It  will  not  be  long  before  our  labors  are 
over.  Since  I  last  addressed  you,  the  venerable  Kemper  has  gone  to  his  re¬ 
ward.  Our  last  meeting  was  when  he  consecrated  our  beautiful  cathedral.  It 
will  always  be  dearer  for  this  memory  of  one  whose  life  was  so  fruitful  in  all 
holy  work.  It  was  a  beautiful  incident  that  the  first  Missionary  Bishop  conse¬ 
crated  the  first  cathedral  church  in  our  country. 

Since  we  last  met,  our  brother  Palmer  has  gone  to  the  rest  of  the  people  of 
God.  His  ministry  was  short.  His  labors  were  done  under  the  burden  of 
sickness  and  disease— but  all  work  was  done  without  a  murmur.  One  by  one 
we  shall  be  called  away.  Mills,  Smallwood,  Manney,  Gerry,  Wardlaw  and 
Palmer  have  finished  their  course;  whether  ours  be  longer  or  shorter  it  will 
matter  little,  if  we  work  while  the  day  lasts  and  are  ready  it  his  appearing. 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  Address,  the  Articles  of  Organization  of 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  Duluth,  of  Grace  Church.  Wabasha,  and  ot  Trin¬ 
ity  Church,  Litchfield,  were  placed  on  the  Secretary’s  table,  and  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  Parishes. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Knickerbacker.  it  was  unanimously 
voted  :  That  this  Council  cordially  welcomes  to  the  Diocese  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Wrn.  Pinkney,  D.  D.,  of.  Maryland,  and  the  members  of  the 
delegate  party  accompanying  him,  representing,  as  they  do,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States ;  and 
that  the  Delegates,  and  the  Clergy  of  other  Dioceses,  and  candidates 
for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  are  invited  to  take  seats  m  the 
Council. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  the  Rev.  A.  1 .  Twing.  D.  D.,  of 
X.  Y.  ;  the  Rev.  Charles  Buck.  D.  D.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio  ;  the  Rev.  E. 
Harwood.  D.  D.,  of  Hew  Haven,  Ct.  ;  the  Rev.  T.  X.  Dudley,  of  Bal¬ 
timore  ;  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  Id.  Hare,  Secretary  and  General  Agent 
of  the  Foreign  Committee,  were  admitted  to  seats  in  the  Council. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  :  To  suspend  the  X.  Rule  of  Order,  requir- 
ula-  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  second  day  of  the 
session  of  the  Council ;  and  also  to  suspend  the  rule  requiring  the 
election  by  ballot,  and  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  election,  viva  voce , 
of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Whereupon  the  Rev.  S.  Y.  McMasters.  D.  D..  LL.  D.,  the  Rev. 
D.  B.  Knickerbacker,  the  Rev.  Geo.  L.  Chase,  dir.  Harvey  Officer, 
the  Hon.  I.  Atwater,  and  Mr.  Geo.  L.  Otis,  were,  upon  nomination, 
elected  as  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  :  To  suspend  the  Rule  of  Order  requiring 
the  election  of  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  on  the  second 
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clay  of  the  session  of  the  Council,  and  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  such  Deputies, 

Whereupon  the  Rf.  Rev.  the  Bishop  appointed,  the  Rev.  John 
Williams,  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Hastings,  and  the  Rev.  Geo.  C. 
Tanner,  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Owatonna,  tellers  of  the  Lay  vote  ; 
and  Mr.  I.  .1  Cummings,  delegate  from  St  Paul’s  Church,  Winona, 
and  Mi.  Win  W.  Fol well,  delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  St.  Anthony,  tellers  of  the  Clerical  vote.  At  the  call  of 
the  list  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  the  Lay  Delegates,  the  ballots  for 
four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  ap¬ 
pointed  to  convene  in  the  citv  of  Baltimore,  in  October  next,  were 
deposited  with  the  tellers. 

Pending  the  report,  of  the  tellers,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  presented  their  report  by  their  Secretary,  the  Rev.  D.  B. 
Knickerbacker,  which  was.  read,  and,  on  motion,  accepted. 

Report  of  the  Standing  <  binmittee  of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  to  the  Council  of  the 

Diocese,  assembled  at  Christ  Church,  St.  Paid,  June  lith.  1871  : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  organized  in  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  Diocesan  Council,  June  8th,  1870,  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  McMasters  as  President,  and  D.  B.  Knickerbacker  as 
Secretary.  Seven  meetings  have  been  held,  at  which  consent  has  been  given 
to  the  consecration  of  lit.  Rev.  Dr.  Pinkney  as  assistant  Bishop  of  Maryland, 
Rev.  Henry  Niles,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire. 

Consent  has  also  been  given  to  the  transfer  of  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Clarkson  to 
the  Diocese  of  Nebraska.

The  committee  of  three,  appointed  at  the  last  Council,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  See-House  in  this 
Diocese,  presented  the  following  report  : 

The  Committee  appointed  lay  the  Diocesan  Council  to  collect  funds  for,  and 
to  build  a  Sec-House  in  Faribault,  with  consent  and  counsel  of  the  Bishop,  re¬ 
spectfully  report :  That  there  have  been  collected  the  following  moneys  :

The  tellers  appointed  to  receive  and  count  the  votes  cast  for  Dep¬ 
uties  to  the  General  Convention,  reported  that  the  following  named 
persons  had  received  a  majority  of  the  ballots  of  both  orders  in 
Council  :  the  Rev.  S.  Y.  McMasters,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  Rev.  R.  R. 
Welles,  D.  D.,  the  Rev  D.  B.  Knickerbacker,  Hon.  I.  Atwater, 
Hon.  E.  T.  Wilder,  and  Mr.  Lorenzo  Allis.  Judge  Wilder — through 
inability  to  attend  the  General  Convention — declined  the  election, 
and  his  declination,  by  vote  of  the  Council,  was  accepted.  The 
Council  then  proceeded  to  vote  for  one  Clerical  and  two  Lay  Depu¬ 
ties  to  the  General  Convention. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  :  That  the  amendment  to  Section  2,  Art. 
IV.,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  offered  in  the  thirteenth  an¬ 
nual  Council,  by  Judge  Atwater,  approved  by  that  Council,  and 
ordered  to  lie  over  to  this  Council  for  final  action,  be  now,  and  is, 
hereby  adopted,  and  the  following  wrords  are  added  to  the  end  of 
said  section : — “  Provided,  that  the  Council  may  provide,  by  canon, 
for  the  suspension  from  representation,  of  any  parish  failing  to  pay

The  committee  appointed  “to  endeavor  to  obtain  such  legislation  as  will 
constitute  Good  Friday  a  legal  holiday,”  respectfully  report,  that  such  legisla¬ 
tion  has  been  obtained,  and  that  Good  Friday  is  noiv,  according  to  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  State,  a  legal  holiday.

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  begun  by  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Thomas,  of  St. 
Mark’s  Church,  Minneapolis — the  Rev.  John  Williams,  of  St.  Luke’s 
Church,  Hastings,  reading  the  Lessons,  and  the  Rev.  Geo.  L.  Chase, 
of  1  Poly  Trinity,  St.  Anthony,  reading  the  Prayers. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  then  called  the  Council  to  order,  and  the 
Secretary  called  the  roll  of  Clergy,  and  the  list  of  the  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  . 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  day  were  read, 
and,  on  motion,  were  approved. 

CONVOCATIONS  AND  RURAL  DEANS. 

Quite  a  lengthy  debate  sprang  up  in  relation  to  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  Council  of  1866,  providing  for  the  establishment  ol  three  Convo¬ 
cations  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  appointment  of  Rural  Deans.  After 
a  somewhat  prolonged  discussion  the  whole  matter  was  disposed  of 
by  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Ordinary  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  nominate  three 
Rural  Deans  in  the  districts  now  known  as  the  Northern,  Middle,  and  Southern, 
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of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  he  defined  by  the 
several  bodies  of  which  they  are  heads,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop. 


EFFORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSION  OF  PARISHES. 


The  Committee  on  the  Organization  of  Parishes  and  their  Admission  into 
union  with  the  Council,  reported  that  they  had  found  the  papers  of  Trinity 
Church  at  Litchfield,  correct,  and  recommended  its  admission  to  union  with 
the  Council. 

They  further  reported  that  the  papers  of  Grace  Church,  at  Wabasha,  and 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  at  Duluth,  were  not  correct,  and  recommended  that  they  be 
referred  back  for  correction. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion,  Trinity  Church,  at  Litchfield,  was 
admitted  to  union  with  the  Council. 

(An  motion,  voted  :  To  proceed  to  the  election  of  the  remaining 
clerical  deputy  to  the  General  Convention.  Mr.  C.  M.  Hardenbergh, 
Delegate  from  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Minneapolis,  was  appointed  to  act 
as  teller,  in  place  of  President  Folwell,  not  then  present  in  the 
Council. 

After  the  ballots  had  been  deposited,  and  pending  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  tellers,  the  Committee  on  Assessment  of  Parishes  on 
account  of  Bishop’s  Salary,  presented  their  report  through  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  who  read  the  same. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  assess  the  amount  required  for  Bishop’s 
salary  for  the  ensuing  year,  reported  as  follows  : 

To  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota  now  in  session: 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  assess  upon  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations 
of  the  Diocese  the  sum  of  $2,300  towards  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  for  the 
ensuing  year,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned, 
and  have  made  assessments  as  follows :  In  connection  with  the  printing  of 
such  assessments  in  the  Journal,  they  would  recommend  that  opposite  the  name 
of  the  Parish  and  the  amount  assessed,  be  placed,  by  the  direction  of  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  this  Council,  the  name  of  the  Layman  of  that  Parish  or  Station, 
whose  personal  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect,  at  least  quarterly,  in  advance,  and 
remit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  E.  T.  Wilder,  Red  Wing,  the 
assessment  of  his  own  Parish  or  Station.

sessment  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

Rev.  Mr.  Spor,  of  Rochester,  offered  an  amendment,  And  provided 
further  :  “  That  such  assessments  shall  not  be  included  in  those  re¬ 

ferred  to  in  Canon  16.”  The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the 
resolution  as  amended  was  passed. 

Hon.  E.  T.  Wilder  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  be 
and  hereby  are  requested  to  make  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Council,  an 
assessment  upon  the  several  parishes  of  the  Diocese  of  such  an  amount  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Board  may  be  needed  for  the  then  ensuing  year  for  Dioc¬ 
esan  Missions,  with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  such  assessments  by  the  Council, 
and  the  enforcement  of  the  payment  thereof  under  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Diocese. 


The  Rev.  Dr.  McMasters  offered  the  following  preamble  and  res¬ 
olution  : 
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Whereas,  The  last  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  A.,  took  primary  action  in  the  amendment  of  Article  V.  of  the 
General  Constitution,  so  as  to  give  greater  facility  in  the  division  of  Dioceses, 
(vide  pp.  135,  13G  of  Journal  of  General  Convention,)  and  whereas  said  changes 
cannot  be  perfected  until  next  General  Convention,  and  after  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions,  or  Councils,  therefore 

Resolved,  That,  this  council  approves  the  said  change  of  Article  V.,  and 
desires  to  see  its  completion  in  the  next  General  Convention. 

On  motion,  this  resolution  was  adopted.

Resolved,^  That  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be  instructed  to  examine  the 
Statutes  ot  this  State  in  reference  to  the  organization  and  incorporation  of 
Parishes,  and  to  ask  from  the  Legislature  such  amendments  thereto  as  in  their 
judgment  shall  be  desirable — after  which  they  are  further  instructed  to  draft 
such  amendments  (if  any)  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  our  Canon’s  upon 
the  subject,  to  adapt  them  to  the  laws  of  tire  State — and  also  to  draft  a  form 
or  forms  for  organization  and  incorporation  of  parishes,  and  to  report  to  the 
next  Council. 

The  subject  of  the  deficiency  in  the  Diocesan  Mission  Fund,  and  the 
claims  to  be  met  July  1st,  being  called  up,  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Allis, 
stated  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  would  be  needed  to  meet  all  claims 
and  relieve  the  board  entirely  from  debt.  A  proposition  was  made 
to  raise  the  amount  by  voluntary  contributions  and  pledges  in  coun¬ 
cil,  and  in  a  short  time  the  entire  amount  was  pledged.  The  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  result  gave  the  most  lively  satisfaction,  and  the 
Council  almost  involuntarily  broke  forth  with  the  “  Gloria  in  Excel- 
sis,”  which  was  sung  in  feeling  tones.

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LEGISLATIVE  ACTS  OF  THIS  COUNCIL. 


ART.  IT.  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  MIN¬ 
NESOTA,  AS  AMENDED. 

Art.  IV.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese  and  all  Presbyters  and  Deacons  having  been  canonically  and 
actually  resident  within  the  diocese  for  the  space  of  six  months,  and 
who  are  not  under  ecclesiastical  censure. 

Sec.  2.  Each  parish  in  this  diocese  shall  lie  entitled  to  a  represent¬ 
ation  by  one  delegate,  and  for  every  fifty  communicants,  by  one  ad¬ 
ditional  delegate,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Vestry  of  the  respect¬ 
ive  Churches  in  union  with  this  Council,  from  among  members  there¬ 
of,  at  any  time  between  Easter  and  the  ensuing  Council:  or  at  a 
parish  meeting  in  such  parishes  as  shall  at  an  annual  meeting  have 
adopted  this  method.  Such  delegates  shall  hold  office  until  the  An¬ 
nual  Council  succeeding  that  for  which  they  are  elected. 

Provided,  That  the  Council  may  provide  by  canon  for  the  suspension 
from  representation  of  any  parish  failing  to  pay  such  assessment  or 
assessments  as  the  Council  shall  impose. 

CANON  XVI. 

OF  SUSPENSION  FOR  NON-FAYMENT  OF  ASSESSMENTS. 

Any  parish  that  shall  at  the  organization  of  the  Council  be  in  ar¬ 
rears  in  the  payment  of  any  assessment  theretofore  imposed  thereon 
by  the  Council,  shall  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation 
in  said  Council  until  such  assessment  shall  be  fully  paid  or  remitted 
by  vote  of  the  Council.

The  Brotherhood  of  the  Parish  has  continued  its  efficient  cooperation  in 
Mission  and  Parish  work  during  the  year.  It  has  maintained  a  Free  Church, 
reading  room,  a  popular  course  of  lectures,  a  free  evening  school  for  appren¬ 
tices  and  young  men  during  the  winter  months.  They  have  kept  up  regularly 
throughout  the  year  Church  services  at  North  Minneapolis  every  Sunday 
afternoon  ;  at  Fort  Snelling  every  alternate  Sunday  afternoon  ;  at  Oak  Grove, 
with  Sunday  School,  every  other  Sunday  afternoon  ;  at  Parker’s  Lake,  monthly ; 
at  the  County  Jail  every  Sunday  afternoon  since  February.  A  new  station 
has  also  been  opened  in  the  western  suburbs  of  the  city,  called  the  Portland 
Avenue  Mission,  at  which  a  Sunday  School  has  been  organized,  and  services 
kept  up  every  Sunday  afternoon  by  members  of  the  Brotherhood. 

The  Chapel  erected  by  the  Brotherhood  last  year  at  North  Minneapolis,  was 
consecrated  in  August  last. 

In  March,  the  Hospital  of  the  Brotherhood  was  opened  in  a  rented  building, 
and  furnished  with  12  beds.  It  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rector. 
The  physician  of  the  Brotherhood,  Dr.  A.  E.  Ames,  is  physician  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  has  been  untiring  in  his  devotion  to  its  interest.  Some  24  patients 
have  been  admitted  for  treatment  the  first  quarter.  The  matron  is  a  commu¬ 
nicant  of  the  Church.  Three  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  Hospital.  No  one 
person  has  been  Baptized.  Very  generous  benefactions  have  been  received  from 
the  community  at  large  for  the  furnishing  and  support  of  the  Hospital.  The 
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Rector  and  parishioners  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish  have  manifested  cordial  and 
substantial  interest.  The  Hospital  promises  to  do  a  good  work  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  for  the  cure  of  the  sick  poor  and  strangers. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Plummer  has  rendered  efficient  aid  in  the  Mission  work  of  the 
Parish,  by  an  arrangement  with  the  Rector,  giving  three  Sunday  afternoons  of 
the  month  to  as  many  different  stations.

We  need,  in  St.  Anthony,  a  new  Church,  larger  and  more  central  in  loca¬ 
tion.  This  need  invites  Diocesan  interest,  from  the  fact  that  the  University  of 
Minnesota  is  attracting  hundreds  of  students  from  all  sections  of  the  State. 

The  above  report  includes  eleven  Baptisms  for  the  mission  stations  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  parish,  namely:  Anoka,  Orono,  Elk  River,  Manomin,  Eden  Pra- 
rie,  and  Excelsior.  The  mission  services  are  well  attended,  especially  at  Ano¬ 
ka,  where  a  missionary  should  be  placed  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  growing  importance  of  Elk  River,  though  but  one  mile  from  Orono, 
makes  it  needful  that  separate  services  be  hereafter  provided  for  it.  The  same 
is  true  of  Manomin,  where  an  empty  Church  has  been  standing  for  years,  in  a 
deserted  village,  now  showing  some  signs  of  new  life.

We  have  a  Church  building  so  near  completion  that  we  were  able  to  occupy 
it  for  service,  on  the  30th  ult.  This  Church  is  20  x  40  feet— chancel  12  x  12 — 
vestry  room  8  x  12 — porch  7x8. 
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The  entire  building  is  to  be  supported  by  a  stone  foundation,  2  feet  high. 
A  bell  turret  is  to  surmount  the  west  end.  Including  painting  of  the  exterior, 
and  lamps,  it  will  cost  about  $1,100.  Of  this  sum  they  will  have  raised  about 
$600  among  themselves.  The  Bishop  has  given  $250 ;  the  balance  I  have 
raised  elsewhere,  and  chiefly  from  personal  friends  in  Maryland.  When  I 
began  the  movement  for  building  the  Church,  it  was  with  the  hope  that  when 
completed,  a  Missionary  might  be  stationed  there,  as  his  central  point,  and 
who  could  minister  at  various  places  in  the  surrounding  country,  which  is  cer¬ 
tainly  very  desirable  and  important,  if  it  be  practicable. 

In  January  I  resumed  my  visits  to  Fort  Ripley,  where  I  have  found  a  very 
encouraging  degree  of  interest  manifested  in  the  services  of  the  Church.  Col. 
Mason  reads  the  service  every  Sunday.  This  has  served  to  increase  their  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  visits  and  ministrations  of  a  Clergyman.  The  attendance  is 
good,  and  the  music  is  such  as  would  do  credit  to  any  of  our  parishes.  There 
are  7  Communicants  here.

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The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  marked  growth  and  advance  in  this  Parish. 
God  has  moved  the  hearts  of  our  people  to  give  of  their  substance  for  the 
enlargement  and  beautifying  of  our  Parish  Church.  A  chancel,  organ  and 
vestry  room  have  been  added,  and  the  entire  Church  repaired  and  beautified. 
Much  yet  remains  to  be  done  to  place  the  Parish  upon  a  sound  and  healthy 
basis. 


REPORT  OF  THE  MISSION  OF  THE  REV.  CHAS.  ROLL  IT, 

COUNTY  OF  DAKOTA,  DIOCESE  OF  MINNESOTA, 

Fur  the  Year  ending  June,  1871. 
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Of  these  fifteen  Stations,  1  at  present  attend  only  nine.  For  about  a  year  I 
served  four  places  every  Sunday,  but  was  compelled  to  limit  the  number  to 
three,  from  the  difficulty  of  appointing  the  hours  of  meeting  to  accommodate 
the  congregations.  I  have  now  only  three  Sunday  services,  viz. :  Rosemount, 
Farmington  and  Castle  Rock  one  week,  and  on  the  alternate  Sunday,  Nininger, 
Carr’s  Corners  and  Pine  Bend  ;  in  the  week  which  intervenes  I  attend  on  Mon¬ 
day,  South  Greenvale ;  on  Tuesday,  North  Greenvale,  and  on  Wednesday.  I 
expect,  however,  to  make  arrangements  to  resume  as  many  services  as  will 
occupy  Thursday  and  Friday  of  the  week. 

I  very  thankfully  acknowledge  here  the  kindness  of  a  lady  belonging  to 
Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  whose  name  I  do  not  know  that  I  am  at  liberty  to 
make  known,  who,  when  I  applied  to  her  for  some  assistance  to  clothe  one  or 
two  very  indigent  families  whom  I  met  with  in  my  Mission,  exerted  herself  so 
effectually  in  their  behalf,  that  a  very  abundant  supply  of  most  useful  articles 
were  supplied.  I  am  sure  if  the  donors  could  have  seen  the  delight  of  the 
little  recipients  of  their  bounty,  they  would  have  felt  repaid  for  their  liberality. 
I  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  also  the  liberality  of  General  Sibley  for  a  free  pass 
over  his  ferry  at  Mendota,  and  to  the  Corporation  of  St.  Paul  for  a  free  pass 
over  their  bridge. 
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The  number  of  services  is  somewhat  smaller  than  it  would  have  been,  on 
account  of  my  having  paid  a  visit  to  my  former  home  in  Canada,  and  to  my 
children  who  live  in  that  colony. 

1  took  the  opportunity,  while  there,  of  asking  some  assistance  toward  build¬ 
ing  four  Mission  Chapels  in  places  where  they  are  greatly  needed,  and  though 
I  was  not  sent  empty  away,  I  did  not  succeed  as  well  as  I  hoped  and  expected. 
Some  circumstances  operated  against  my  views,  which  it  would  be  tedious  to 
repeat;  yet  I  experienced  enough  kindness  to  assure  me  that  brotherly  love  is 
not  extinct,  and  that  there  are  some  whose  love  for  the  Church  is  not  confined 
to  political  nationalities,  but  who  regard  Christ’s  kingdom  as  one  to  which  they 
owe  a  loyal  support,  even  if  it  stretch  beyond  the  limits  of  their  own  land. 
My  old  Canadian  parish  volunteered,  what  was  to  them  a  very  liberal  con¬ 
tribution,  about  $35.  One  old  man  who  has  now  become  so  infirm  through  age 
and  having  no  sons  to  take  charge  of  his  farm,  that  he  is  compelled  to  rent  it  to 
others  for  what  will  afford  a  very  scanty  living  for  his  family,  heard  that  I  was 
desirous  of  building,  and  asked  me  to  walk  in  and  he  would  contribute  some¬ 
thing.  He  brought  out  his  wallet  and,  saying  he  would  give  all  it  contained, 
emptied  it  on  the  table  ;  the  amount  was  twenty  cents.  I  was  told  that  this 
same  man  lately  returning  from  the  market  where  he  had  sold  his  goods  and 
bought  a  few  necessaries,  continued  his  journey  when  the  others  stopped  for 
supper  because  he  could  not  pay  the  price.  This  was  nearer  to  the  widow’s 
mite  than  any  contribution  I  ever  received. 

In  contrast  to  this,  I  sought  aid  from  an  American  by  birth,  a  man  with  no 
family,  who  counts  Ins  income  by  thousands,  who  expressed  great  joy  to  see 
me  again,  and  manifested  much  interest  in  my  work  and  welfare,  but  yet  re¬ 
fused  to  give  me  anything.  I  the  more  readily  undertook  to  solicit  aid  in 
Canada,  because  when  engaged  in  a  similar  work  there  I  came  to  the  United 
States  and  met  almost  every  where  a  liberal  response  to  my  appeal.  There  is 
great  need  in  my  mission ;  in  all  those  nine  stations  I  still  attend  there  is  not  a 
single  church  building.  And  1  feel  confident  that  the  work  would  be  much 
forwarded  if  we  had  a  place  that  when  the  people  entered  they  would  feel  they 
were  at  Church.

I  have  regular  service  at  Cherry  Grove  every  two  weeks.  The  congregation 
will  average  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Hon.  E.  G.  Comstock  has  a  Bible 
Class  of  adults  that  seem  to  be  in  earnest.  I  wish  this  place  could  be  supplied 
from  Faribault.  The  Baptists  have  control  of  the  Sunday  School.  At  Wan¬ 
amingo,  service  every  four  weeks.  At  this  place  nine  have  been  baptized 
the  past  year — adults,  four;  children,  five;  and  four  confirmed.  At  Hader, 
service  every  four  weeks.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  have  here  a  class  for  Con¬ 
firmation.  Also  at  Vasa  and  Goodhue,  services  every  four  weeks.  Two 
families  have  moved  away.  At  Belle  Creek,  service  every  two  weeks.  Sun¬ 
day  School  did  not  close  for  the  winter.  At  our  Convocation  Feb.  12, 

our  Dean,  Rev.  E.  R.  Welles,  D.  D.,  said  the  time  had  come  when  we 

must  make  an  effort  to  build  a  Church.  A  meeting  was  called,  committees 
appointed,  $700.00  subscribed.  Some  of  the  lumber  is  now  on  the  ground. 
Shall  begin  the  work  in  a  few  days.  We  shall  need  some  three  or  four 

hundred  dollars  to  complete  the  work  this  fall.

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  the  parish  in  August  last,  the  former 
rector  having  resigned  in  July.  The  financial  affairs  of  the  parish  are  not 
very  encouraging  at  present,  owing  in  part  to  the  heavy  debt  with  which  it  is 
burdened,  and  in  part  to  the  great,  and  in  this  town,  unprecedented. depression 
in  business.  From  the  latter  cause  a  number  of  our  people  have  left  the  place, 
so  that  notwithstanding  there  has  been  a  considerable  number  added  to  the 
communion,  we  have  lost  an  equal  number  by  removals  and  deaths.  Of  the 
78  reported  above,  14 — residing  in  town — do  not  commune,  and  about  six  oth¬ 
ers,  residing  in  the  country ;  nor  do  many  of  them  do  anything  towards  the 
support  of  the  Church. 

Of  the  confirmations  reported,  7  were  presented  by  my  predecessor,  Rev.  Mr. 
Sandford,  in  July,  to  Bishop  Armitage. 

Of  the  Baptisms,  two  were  at  High  Forest. 

I  have  held  services  at  High  Forest  once,  and  at  Pleasant  Grove  three  times, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  latter  place  once.  There  are 
seven  communicants  at  Pleasant  Grove,  and  four  at  High  Forest.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  REV.  GEO.  W.  DU  BOIS. 

I  have  been  relieved,  during  the  past  year,  from  all  regular  duty  at  the  Ca¬ 
thedral,  through  the  kindness  of  other  members  of  the  Chapter.  I  have 
thus  been  enabled  to  give  my  whole  time  to  the  Mission  work  assigned  me 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Bishop  Seabury  Mission. 

The  stations  which  I  have  visited  at  regular  intervals  have  been  those  em¬ 
braced  in  my  last  report  to  the  Board,  viz. :  Waseca,  Janesville,  Waterville, 
Wilton,  Okaman,  Elysian,  Farmington,  Ash  School  House,  Kenyon  Prairie, 
Richland,  and  Alma  City. 

At  Waterville  I  had  stated  appointments  every  fortnight  until  October,  when 
this  station  was  transferred  to  the  care  of  Dr.  Thomas  Richey, 

My  visits  to  Farmington  have  been  discontinued  since  August  last,  and  the 
Rev.  Charles  Rollit  has  assumed  the  charge. 

The  relief  thus  secured  has  enabled  me  to  make  Sunday  appointments  at 
Waseca  and  Janesville  for  every  alternate  week. 

At  Janesville  I  have  four  candidates  for  confirmation.  At  Kenyon  Prairie, 
two. 

At  Waseca  the  Ladies’  Church  Building  Society  has  in  its  treasury  $250, 
and  holds  in  trust  two  eligible  town  lots,  which  have  been  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  $150. 

In  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  from  Wilton,  that  place 
has  very  much  declined  in  strength  and  importance. 
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Interesting  “  Harvest  Home  ”  services  were  held  last  summer  at  Okaman, 
Ash  School  House  and  Kenyon  Prairie. 

At  the  Christmas  season  I  made  addresses  to  the  Sunday  Schools  at  Janes¬ 
ville,  Waseca,  Ash  School  House,  Elysian  village  and  Kenyon  Prairie,  and 
distributed  gifts  to  over  200  children  in  connection  with  the  Christmas  services. 
A  Christmas  Tree  was  provided  at  Okaman. 

A  fulfillment  of  all  my  arranged  appointments  would  involve,  in  the  course 
of  the  year,  more  than  3,000  miles  of  travel  in  my  own  carriage. 

I  have  not,  however,  been  able  to  carry  out  fully  my  plans  this  year.  A 
severe  accident  on  the  road,  which,  but  for  God’s  merciful  providence  would 
have  proved  fatal,  confined  me  to  my  house  for  two  months,  and  the  serious 
illness  of  a  member  of  my  family  involved  a  further  interruption  and  a  loss  of 
four  weeks. 

The  subscribed  salary  at  the  different  stations  amounts,  in  the  aggregate,  to 
$210 ;  from  the  Bishop  Seabury  Mission,  $500 ;  total,  $710. 

I  have  received  from  a  kind  friend  at  the  east,  in  behalf  of  Christ’s  little 
ones,  frequent  and  large  donations  of  illustrated  cards,  explanatory  of  Chris¬ 
tian  duty  and  doctrine. 

From  friends  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  New  York,  a  present  of  Sunday  School 
books. 

From  Mrs.  Whipple,  donations  in  clothing  and  provisions  for  a  destitute 
widow  and  her  family. 

From  the  Bishop,  50  Prayer  Books,  a  number  of  beautiful  juvenile  publica¬ 
tions,  and — as  a  protection  against  the  danger  of  being  lost  on  the  prairies,  or 
overtaken  by  storms — a  compass  and  a  small  pocket  holosteric  barometer. 

The  stations  have  contributed  to  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Board,  the  amount 
assessed  against  them,  viz. :  $25.

Since  his  departure,  lay  services  have  been  regularly  held  on 
the  Sunday  mornings,  our  senior  warden,  J.  D.  Wheat,  being  the  reader. 
Antiphonal  singing  has  been  kept  up,  and  the  attendance  on  worship  has  been 
as  good  as  could  be  expected.  The  Rev.  Dr.  ‘,Welles,  of  Red  Wing, 
visited  us  Sunday,  June  4th,  and  administered  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and,  on  the 
next  day,  performed  the  marriage  ceremony. 

Within  the  year,  and  since  our  rector  left  us,  money  has  been  collected,  a 
Meneely  bell  of  400  lbs.  weight  purchased,  and  a  turret  built,  all  at  a  total 
cost  of  $373.71. 

The  parish  has  corresponded  with  several  Clergymen  supposed  to  be  desir¬ 
ous  of  a  change,  but  has  thus  far  failed  to  secure  a  pastor.  That  the  good  God 
may  speedily  send  a  shepherd  to  this  iiock,  is  our  earnest  prayer.

The  above  report  is  from  October  16th,  1870,  till  the  present  time.  On 
that  day  I  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  and  left  by  the  Bishop  in  tempo¬ 
rary  charge  of  the  parish.  Since  that  time  services  have  been  regularly  main- 
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tained  twice  each  Sunday,  and  have  generally  been  well  attended  ;  also,  since 
Easter,  daily  evening  prayer.  A  few  days  after  coming  here,  I  opened  a  par¬ 
ish  school,  and  taught  it  for  some  weeks — until  a  teacher  was  found.  It  is,  at 
present,  discontinued. 

About  March  1st,  in  accordance  with  the  Bishop’s  suggestion,  opened  a  free 
night  school  for  adults,  in  the  Sunday  School  room.  It  was  held  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  evenings.  It  was  attended  by  about  20  Swedes  and 
Norwegians,  until  a  few  weeks  ago,  when,  as  they  had  nearly  all  scattered  to 
various  employments,  it  was  discontinued  for  the  summer.  They  seemed  glad 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  it  afforded,  and  it  had  some  influence  in 
attaching  them  to  the  Church. 

Since  January  7th,  have  held  service  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  the  Church 
of  the  Redeemer,  Superior,  Wisconsin,  except  when  prevented  by  sickness  or 
impossibility  of  crossing  ;  also  service  each  Thursday  evening,  and  the  Holy 
Communion  occasionally.  They  have  a  nice  Church  and  fine  congregation. 
Since  Christmas  without  a  Rector.  One  baptism  and  one  marriage  there,  not 
included  in  above  report.  Have  also  held  services  occasionally  at  Oneota,  a 
village  of  300  inhabitants,  four  miles  from  Duluth,  and  at  Thomson,  16  miles 
distant,  all  well  attended.  Near  the  latter  town  a  church  is  in  course  of  erec¬ 
tion.  It  will  be  an  important  place  on  account  of  the  magnificent  water  pow¬ 
er.  A  very  large  part  of  the  population  of  Duluth  is  Swede  and  Norwegian, 
and  in  the  remaining  English-speaking  population,  all  the  usual  denominations 
have  ministers  and  churches.

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We  have  no  regularly  organized  parish,  but  the  whole  work  is  essentially  of 
a  Missionary  character.  Aid  has  been  extended  to  us  in  the  way  of  contribu¬ 
tions  of  books,  Sunday  School,  prayer  books,  Mission  services,  and  theologi¬ 
cal  works,  the  gross  value  of  which  was  about  $170.  Maiden  Rock  and  vicin¬ 
ity  has  8  more  Communicants,  making  total  in  Cure,  16.

Its 
cost  lias  been  $1,396.72,  of  this  amount  $526.94  were  given  by  St.  Mary’s  Hall, 
Burlington,  N.  J. ;  $331.23  from  other  friends  of  the  Church  and  Mission,  and 
the  balance  from  Cannon  City.  The  Church  is  free  from  debt  and  ready  for 
consecration.  I  ha  ve  been  engaged  in  the  regular  performance  of  my  duties  as 
Professor  of  Divinity  in  the  Divinity  School  at  Faribault,  and  of  my  duties  in 
the  Cathedral  of  our  Merciful  Saviour,  and  upon  Sundays  have,  been  regularly 
engaged  in  Missionary  duty.  The  Missionary  work  has  been  most  promising 
and  encouraging  in  its  results.

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  present  condition  of  St.  Thomas'  Parish,  Warsaw: 

Since  the  last  Convention  there  have  been  3  Baptized  and  5  Confirmed.  The 
present  number  of  Communicants  is  13.  The  Sunday  School  consists  of  8 
teachers  and  75  scholars.  175  volumes  in  the  library.  The  Offertory  on  Sun¬ 
day  mornings,  since  October  1st,  has  amounted  to  $28,  and  members  of  the 
parish  have  contributed  about  $75  towards  the  payment  of  the  debt  on  the 
Church  edifice.  It  is  hoped  that,  in  a  short  time,  the  entire  indebtedness  will 
be  liquidated.

REPORT  OF  REV.  JOHN  ELWELL, 

June  1,  1871,  to  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Whipple,  from  near  Garden 
City  and  Vernon,  Minnesota. 

Garden  City,  June  1,  1871. 
Rt.  Rev.  H.  B.  Whipple,  Bishop  of  Minn.: 

Dear  Brother. — When  I  last  saw  you,  at  your  home,  in  September,  1869,  I 
expected,  in  some  way,  to  communicate  with  you  long  ere  this,  but  I  have 
not  felt  like  doing  it  till  now.  In  the  winter  of  1870,  in  January,  I  was  pros¬ 
trated  with  general  disease,  and  was  brought  so  low  that  nobody  expected  I 
could  be  raised.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  visited  me  near  Okaman,  and  carried 
the  word  back  to  Mr.  Statelar’s  the  next  day,  that  he  supposed  me  to  be  dead. 
God,  however,  in  the  plenitude  of  His  goodness,  blessed  the  means  for  my  re¬ 
covery,  and  “I  still  live.”  During  the  summer  of  1870  I  was  feeble,  and  recov- 
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ered  slowly;  was  not  able  till  the  4tli  of  July  to  get  into  a  buggj7  alone.  In 
the  fall  I  was  again  rather  poorly,  but  came  up  so  as  to  be  about  some  during 
the  winter.  I  am  now  pretty  comfortable,  and  am  rather  gaining  in  strength 
and  in  every  way,  and  have  yet  pretty  good  courage  for  a  man  that  has  stepped 
on  the  69th  round  of  the  ladder  of  his  age  and  is  reaching  up  to  pull  himself 
to  the  70th  round. 

I  was  not  able  to  preach  any  in  thesummer  of  1870,  but  in  the  fall  I  preached 
at  Vernon  ;  and  by  invitation,  at  the  Baptist  House,  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  at 
Garden  City;  and  once  more  in  a  hall  at  the  same  place.  In  the  winter  of 
1871  I  went  twice  to  Vernon,  by  invitation,  staying  two  weeks  each  time,  and 
preached  eight  times.  In  March  I  was  pretty  feeble,  but  on  the  11th  of  April 
I  went  up  again  to  Vernon,  and  have  been  living  literally  from  house  to  house 
till  now,  or  till  last  Saturday.  I  have  preached  as  I  went — in  V ernon  and  in 
other  places  (in  school  houses)  more  or  less  remote  from  Vernon  and  Garden 
City.  Sometimes  I  have  preached  twice  on  Sunday,,  but  friends  think  it  too 
much  for  me,  and  that  during  the  warm  weather  I  ought  not  to  do  so. 

I  am  now  preachiug  in  a  good  school-house,  three  miles  from  Garden  City 
one  Sabbath,  and  at  another  school  about  four  miles  from  this,  and  about  two 
miles  distant  from  Vernon,  on  the  alternate  Sabbath.  There  are  two  other 
places  where  I  am  invited  to  preach. 

It  may  be  proper  for  me  to  change,  perhaps,  one  of  my  appointments  (not 
certain.)  During  last  winter  I  lived  near  Garden  City,  li  miles  distant ;  I 
discovered  that  the  people  were  poor,  and  destitute  of  reading  matter.  I  sup¬ 
plied  them  as  follows,  for  three  months  :  I  had  many  religious  papers,  pam¬ 
phlets,  and  some  books,  of  my  own.  Religious  people  that  learned  what  I  was 
doing,  gave  me  similar  religious  writings,  and  with  these  I  distributed  to  each 
family  (some  18  families)  a  book  and  two  papers  for  a  week,  to  be  returned ; 
then  I  re-distributed,  and  what  I  had  given  to  A,  I  gave  to  B,  and  so  on 
around,  exchanging  every  week;  thus  18  books  and  36  papiers  (generally  more 
papers)  supplied  18  families ;  every  person  and  every  family  seemed  pleased 
and  were  thankful,  and  many  thought  themselves  materially  benefited. 
This  is  a  cheap  way  of  doing  good.  I  think  if  I  could  have  put  into  my  hands 
cheap  religious  and  literary  books,  pamphlets,  periodicals  and  papers,  by  giving 
some  personal  attention  to  the  subject — through  the  aid  of  school  teachers — I 
could  distribute  weekly,  to  four  school  districts  within  my  reach,  reading  mat¬ 
ter  that  would  be  of  vast  intellectual,  moral  and  religious  benefit  to  many 
individuals,  and  to  entire  families.  There  are  not  many  Church  people  in  these 
parts — there  are  some — near  Vernon  there  is  one  excellent  family,  they  have 
been  very  kind  to  me — old  Mr.  Grannis — they  will  occasionally  come  to  my 
meeting  nearest  to  Vernon,  and  so  will  other  families. 

Last  Friday  I  was  at  Good  Thunder  Ford,  twelve  miles  from  Mankato,  on  the 
railroad  to  Wells.  Mr.  Hank,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  Good  Thunder  Ford, 
said  he  would  give  a  lot  on  which  to  build  an  Episcopal  church,  and  $100  cash 
toward  building.  I  selected  a  beautiful  site,  so  considered ;  it  may  be  rather 
near  the  railroad,  say  ten  or  twelve  rods.  Submitting  this  report,  I  ask,  dear 
Bishop,  your  advice  and  support  in  my  work,  if  approved.

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Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : 

I  reported  for  duty,  at  this  military  post,  in  the  autumn  of  1869.  Since 
March,  1870,  besides  the  duties  required  of  me  here,  I  have  officiated  every 
Sunday  night,  with  very  few  exceptions,  at  McCauleyville,  in  Wilkin  county, 
Minnesota,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Red  River  of  the  North,  on  which  this 
post  is  situated.  My  services,  at  that  place,  have  been  part  of  the  time  at  Mr. 
McCauley’s  house,  and  part  of  the  time  in  the  dining-room  of  the  new  hotel 
erected  there  last  summer.  It  is  proposed  to  provide  a  large  room  or  hall, 
before  the  coming  autumn,  for  our  future  services. 

Recently  I  solemnized  a  marriage  at  McCauleyville.  I  hope  that  hereaf¬ 
ter  I  shall  be  able  to  report  the  performance  of  other  duties  there,  cheering  to 
Christian  hearts.  The  place  is  small ;  it  is,  however,  increasing  in  population. 

Spirituous  liquors  are  not  vended  at  the  hotel,  nor  any  where  else  in  the 
place,  by  the  glass. 

There  are  no  settlements  in  this  Territory,  which  are  near  enough  to  Fort 
Abercrombie  for  me  to  visit.  I  shall  extend  ministerial  services,  occasionally, 
to  some  of  the  military  posts  in  Dakota,  which  have  no  chaplains.

Rt.  Rev.  H.  B.  Whipple,  D.  D. : 

My  Dear  Bishop. — Nearly  a  year  since,  I  came  East  with  the  view  especi¬ 
ally  of  receiving  surgical  advice,  and  perhaps  treatment,  with  some  hope  of 
thus  possibly  recovering  the  sight  of  my  eye,  which  has  been  lost  now  for 
three  years.  On  my  way,  I  consulted  the  medical  faculty  in  Albany,  and 
shortly  after  my  arrival  in  New  York,  submitted  to  a  preliminary  operation 
for  cataract.  The  result,  though  successful  in  itself,  was  not  such  as  to  warrant 
any  further  operation ;  and  I  have  consequently  had  to  abandon  all  hope  of 
ever  regaining  the  use  of  the  injured  organ.  The  sight  of  my  other  eye,  how¬ 
ever,  not  now  materially  impaired  or  endangered,  is  still  spared  me,  so  that,  by 
the  blessing  of  God,  I  have  been  enabled  to  resume  my  labors  ;  and,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  weeks  while  under  medical  treatment,  to  continue  them  up 
to  this  time. 

In  the  month  of  September  I  accepted  the  Professorship  of  Languages 
(ancient  and  modern)  with  the  Chaplaincy,  in  this  Institution,  and  have  since 
then  been  steadily  engaged  'with  these  duties. 

Aside  from  my  daily  labors  of  instruction,  I  have  on  Sundays,  during  the 
year,  here  and  elsewhere,  read  the  Church  service  92  times,  preached  25  ser¬ 
mons,  and  delivered  38  short  expository  addresses,  besides  regularly  instruct¬ 
ing  a  class  of  older  students  in  Holy  Scripture.  My  health,  though  not  yet 
firm,  is  considerably  improved.
